‘Beneath the sheker of the palm 
tree on the grassy plot before the 
city hall steps yesterday afternoon 
lay a flag-draped casket. Flowers 
were laid about the casket, while 
‘stalwart ex-service men in unizorm 
stood as if on guard, facing the col- 
ors which flew from their stand- 
ards on the steps. Ringed about 
‘were the friends, the relatives and 
the citizens who had come to pay 
their last respect to one who died 
for them.
